CHAPMAN GIVES WHOLESOIHE T R U M TO 


THE CIIRUS GROWERS OF THE IfAUiEY 


PRIMARY VOTE FOR 


C O N G R E S S M A N 


Stripped of every over-aaBectlon—judged 
exactly on facts—not 
stated 
l''"because the "wish Is the father to the thought," the Republican state and 
congressional candidates will receive 76 per cent of the total vote In the 
Ninth congressional district, which Includes such cities and communities as 
Pasadena, Long Beach, Glendale, San Fernando, Pomona, Azusa, Covlna, Glen- 
dora, San Dlmas, Lordsburg, Claremont, Whittler, Baldwin Park, Puente and 
other localities. 


During these last weeks of the campaign the voters are evincing an Inter­ 
est In Republican speakers that Is unmistakable. At Azusa on Saturday night 
last a crowd of 1000 people gathered around the band stand in the center of 
the city, seated on benches In the open space and in automobiles parked about 
the stand, and listened for two hours to Republican speakers, among whom 
was C. C, Chapman of Fullerton, grower of Old Mission Brand oranges. 
Chap­ 
man Is a high-minded Christian gentleman, prominent for many years in state 
Sunday-school work, a member of the national committee on associated Sun­ 
day-school work, and California's leading worker in the Christian church. 


He Is the man who was most prominently advanced for candidate for 
governor, and who stepped aside in the Interests of John D. Fredericks, feel­ 
ing, as ho himself declared, that his physical ability would not stand the 
strain of the strenuous campaign which he knew confronted the Republicans. 
Chapman has been several times a personal representative of the citrus grow­ 
ers at Washington In the Interests of tarlffl schedulefl. 
He has been president 
of the California Citrus Protective League, 
There is no man better liked, or 
a man whom the citrus growers had rather believe, than Chapman. His sin­ 
cerity and absolute. unBolfish honeaty has won him the right to speak his 
convictions In public. 


Mr. Chapman talked for a solid hour on the necessity for sending Repub­ 
licans to congress from the California districts. While he made strong points 
for the state's Republican standard bearer, John D. Fredericks, he said that 
he did not believe that this Issue was in doubt, as he conQdently expected 
that 90 per cent of the voters In the citrus districts would vote for a Republi­ 
can governor, but that stress must be laid on the election of Frank C. Roberts, 
Republican, to the position of representative In congress from the Ninth dis­ 
trict. He pointed out the dull condition of cltrug markets, which he said could 
be directly traced in the main to the lowering of the tariff on oranges, and to 
the placing of lemons on the free list by the Democratic party. 


"This is a government by party," said Mr. Chapman. 
"It matters not 
what friendship we have for any candidate; it does not matter about other 
issues which may have come up to becloud the main Issue—wo must have 
Republicans in congress to prevent further raids on the safety of California 
products. 
No other party will protect us. The Democrats are, and have 
always been, free-traders, and "tariff for revenue only" politicians. The Pro­ 
gressives have no adequate representation in the house, and If a Prohibitionist 
were elected he would bo one man against the membrship of 435 in the halls 
of congress. 


AFTER TWO YEARS' SILENCE 


.lamoB McLaohlan, for twelve years the .Republican congressman in this 
district, appeared on tho Azusa platform, after a complete political silence for 
two years. 
McLachlan, the grand old warhorso of many successful battles 
for the citrus growers of this district, pointed out that the voters of the dis­ 
trict had defeated him (McLachlan) for congress two years ago, and had 
elected Charles W. Bell, a Progressive.

They predicted unprecedented prosperity and a general 
reduction in the high cost of living in.this country b y the passage of 
the Underwood bill. The Democratic majority in congress singled out 
jgugar as the one food to reduce the high cost of living, 
{ The Democratic tariff has greatly curtailed the iproduetion pf 
American sugar. 


Think of the great financial burden which the American people 
are bearing today because w e are. not producing at home this §reat 
food necessity which We easily can produce under a safe and sane 
fiscal policy. The wholesale price of sugar in the world Ms increased 
at least 3 cents per pound 4nce the last of August. On our annual 
eonsumption of 4,000,000 tons this means a n fncreasedl burden on the 
AmBrican people of $240,000,000. Ttie present high price of sugarwill 
undoubtedly contimxe to preVail for at least another year, and the 
enormous sum of $480,000,000 will bo added to the sugar bill of the 
American consumer. 


Regardless of what other things the European war teaches, one 
thing which it Inight be well for free-traders to ponder over stands 
out and it is this, thanks to the policy of protection which has endui'- 
e d a sufficient number of years in the United States to give xis a num­ 
ber of our important industries, w e are in a way independent except 
for a few-things of the warring nations on the other side. Fortunately 
the war came before the Undei-wood tariff had time to actually put 
many American industries out of business. 


The AVar showsHip tlie weak spots in the favorite argument of the 
free-trader that what w e cannot produce ^as cheaply as it can bo pror 
<luced elsewhere (plus transportation) would be better passed up, 
while w e turn our. attention to other things.^ Due to tbe high w a g e 
scale in the United States there are any number of things that can be 
produced nfore cheaply in Europe and in the tropics than here, and if 
the whole world were to run for the benefit of mankind, and all state 
and national boundaries were swept away, maybe a plan whereby 
different products were alloted to different parts of the world might 
be made to work out.'' But one thing is certain and that is it certainly 
works but better t o b e a producer of t h e necessities of life than an 
importer, except possibly in the case of a small island like England, 
•entirely surrounded by battleships with an-auxiliary supply of dread­ 
noughts forming an iminterrupted right-of-way to the food sxipply. 


In .times of peace it is possible to find a food and clothing supply 
<mtside a country's own borders—providing, of course,, the money 
can first be found to pay for it—Jjut in-war times a suit of dlothes or 
A pound of sugar at home looks bigger than a whole clothing store or 
a complete up-to-date foreign sugar factory. 


Thgre is a lesson in the big war, but will it soak in? / When con­ 
sidering any new policy, or reconsidering some of the old ones, the 
Wilson administration might take into consideration such incidentals 
-as war and plagues. A country like the'United States that^expccts to 
.remain neutral and provide the necessary food and clothing for its 
people, while the rest of the so-called civilized world is doing a war 
dailce, woiUi^ better encourage production than inpprtlation. Sugai' 
is a striking example. ^

'exports will always increase in proportion to our imports? We find, 
according to the Democratic administration's report, that during the 
ten months ending in April, 1913, our exports to Canada amounted 
to $338,200,000, and during the corresponding ten months of 1914 
they had decreased instead of increased, and were then only $28G,- 
100,000, showing an actual loss of $41,100,000 of exports, an actual 
loss of 12 1-5 per cent of our"* export commerce with Canada, at the 
same time that Canada herself gained 34 per cent in her commerce 
or export trade, to the United States.

And, as if to-taunt American agrictjltfural producers with the fact 
that'they are the "goats" in this eonjraercial backsliding; the same 
report goes on to point out the facts that, whereas, during th.e nine 
months which ended in March, 1913, we imported from Canada only 
25,108 head of cattle, during the nine months which ended in March, 
1914, we iihported 210,481 head of cattle, and similar statistics on 
other live stock show similar disastrous results to the American live 
«tock breeder. 


Also, we imported, under the free-trade law, 3,000,000 pounds of 
combing wool, as against only 93,000 pounds under the preceding law 
in the previous year. Also 398,000,000 pounds of wood pulp f6r mak­ 
ing paper, as against 370,000,000 in the previous period corresponding. 
We imported 6,500,000, bushels of flaxseed xinder the Wilson law, as 
against only 3,600,000 bushels under the preceding law, Canada and 
"not the United States gets the benefit of our liberality to our foreign 
competitors' at the expense of our own products.

their hearts—a bollof in the history 
and the Integrity and the future of the 
party of Lincoln, Grant, Qarllold, and 
McKlnloy; and their action carries 
with It another Blgnlllcanco, the pass­ 
ing of the new party which was cre­ 
ated In Boldshness and blltorncss, a 
foundatlrtn on which no structure can 
ouduro. 


In Full Retreat 


"The recent 
elections 
throughout 
tho nation show Us passing beyond 
the poradvonture of a doubt. In In­ 
diana the Progressives have sustain­ 
ed a loss, between 1912 and 1914, of 
88.5 per cent. 
In Ohio but 12.000 
votes wore cast for'tho Progressive 
ticket at tho last election, as against 
227,236 for the {Republican ticket. In 
Kentucky the Progressives cast but 
2968 votes, whore two years ago they 
cast 124,371. In Oregon they have sus­ 
tained a loss of 93 per cent, while tho 
Ropubllonn party has gained 155 per 
cent.

eorlouB consideration.

udge Monroe Adjusts th6 Troubles 


of the Unhappily Married or Who 
Think 
They 
Are—Saves County 
Heavy, Expenses, 
Judge Monroe, as judge of the court 
of doipestic relations, has saved the 
county thousands of dollars. 
It is 
befofb him, sitting as committing 
magistrate, that preliminary examin­ 
ations for criminal desertion and fail­ 
ure to provide for wives and children 
aro-held.' In" the last year '?32 com­ 
plaints' of this nature were Hied he- 
fore him; out of this number all were 
adjusted at the preliminary hearing 
except 240, which were held to the 
•superior court. Out of the 240 held 
to the superior court, all wei'e adjust­ 
ed but 50. So, out of a total of 732 
complaints filed before him,' all were 
satisfactorily adjusted except 50. 


When you stop to realize that theSe 
cases' cost the county from $10 to $100 
each, when tried in the superior court,' 
you can readily see the amount of 
money that is saved to the county 
each year by the adjustment of these 
offenses. 


Judge Monroe holds these prelimin­ 
ary examinations as committing mag­ 
istrate outside of his regular court 
hours and in addition to his work In 
the superior court, voluntarily giving 
the county his flnie, and in this way 
saving to the county of^Los Angeles 
at least $25,000 a year without refer­ 
ence to the reporter fees which is 
quite an item. Until about two years 
ago these preliminary examinations 
were all held by the justices of the 
peace, and there was a reporter's per 
diem f^e of $10 in each case. Since 
Judge Monroe has been handling them 
there have been practically no per' 
diem fees charged to the county and 
there have been fewer and shorter 
transcripts. The saving here has been 
at least $7,500 a year. 


These are matters that should be 
taken into consideration by the voters 
of Los Angeles county when they vote 
on November 3rd for superior court 
udge.

Who Are These Three Men? 


Who are the three men who are nominees for congress in the 
Ninth congressional district—this district? 
, 


This is a question asked by many- voters who are not closely in 
touch with politicsr—and it is a pertinpnt question. This newspaper 
will herein give a brief resume of the three congressional candidates 
Charles H, Randall, the Prohibitionist, is the editor of a four-page 
weekly newspaper in Highland "Park, a suburb of Los Angeles city, 
He was originally a Bryan Democrat. Six years ago he •joined the 
Lincoln-Roosevelt movement and was elected to the state assembly 
At Sacramento he fell out with the party that had nominated him 
and when he ran again for the same position, was defeated. 
When 
the Progressive party was formed, he asked for the endorsement of 
this party for liis nomination to the assembly, but was refused it. In 
January of this year he registered as a Progressive, but in March 
changed this registration to that of Prohibitionist. He placed his 
name on the Prohibitionist, the Democratic, the Republican and the 
.Progressive ballots at the primary. The Republicans and Progres 
sives repudiated him', but the Democrats were literally "caught nap 
ping," and Randall received the nomination of the Prohibitionists 
and the Democrats. 
His. name will appear on the November ballots 
as Prohibition-Democrat. 


Charles W. Bell, Progressive, has aprved two years in the house 
of representatives from the Ninth district. He was elected on the 
wave of Progressivism, He is now one of eighteen Progressive con 
gressmen out of a body made up of 435 Democrats and Republicans 
His activities in the house have been confined almost wholly to a sup 
port of Richmond Pearson Hobson in urging congress to debate'the 
proposed National Prohibition amendment to the constitution, - 


This amendment will be discussed on the floor of the house for 
twenty hours, beginning December 16, of this year. Bell was appoint­ 
ed to the committee on federal buildings and grounds, the only im 
portant committee to which he was assigned. 
This committee has 
been inactive for two years, owing to a policy of Democratic economy 
in this particular direction. No federal buildings have been inaug 
urated in the United States since Bell took his position on the com^ 
mittee. He lives in Pasadena, and has held public office in that city 
and the county fpr twenty years. 


Prank C. Roberts, nominee of the Republicans for congressman 
in the Ninth district, is the editor and owner of the Long Beach Daily 
Telegram, the largest newspaper in the county outside of the news­ 
papers in Los Angeles city. He is also editor and owner of the Pasa­ 
dena Daily News, which he recently purchased. 


Prank Roberts has been a Republican editor for thirty years. He 
is a eonserv.ative, strong-minded man, a forceful speaker, but not an 
orator.' His campaign promises consist of a determination to work 
for a restoration of protection to all California products, an advocacy 
of free tolls for American ships, and sane progress without hysteria. 
If eleete4 he will become a member of a dominant party in the house. 
The Democrats arq now in the majority in that body, but politieal in­ 
dications point to a Republican majority at the next session. If the 
RopubUcans are in the majority, the schedules of the tariff bill relat­ 
ing to California products will be re-submitted for consideration, and 
the torijS on citrus ffruit«, olives, beet sugar, etc, will tmdoubtedly be 
'restored to the figure they formerly enjoyed before the Democrats 
' revised the schedule downward,

Prof, C. W, Woodworth, fumigation 
expert for the University of Califor­ 
nia, was the speaker before the Co­ 
vina Valley Farmers' Club last Satur 
day afternoon at the meeting held Ini 
the beautiful residence of Mr. and 
Mrs, W, P, Watts, 


Mrs, Watts proved herself to be an 
admirable hostess, as she has on sev- 
eral occasions in the past, "fbe Italian 
court and the large rooms of the lower 
floor of the residence were T^ell-fllled 
with people of the community who 
were interested in the subjecta that 
had been prepared for discussion. 


After the Interesting talk by Prof. 
Woodworth, the members of the club 
discussed the merits Of the Woglum 
fumigation system, and decided to pe­ 
tition the board 
of 
supervisors 
to 
adopt this System universally through­ 
out the county.

A communication was read by Dep­ 
uty Horticultural Commissioner ones, 
written by Horticultural Commission­ 
er Wood, relating to the question of 
fumigation. 


It is of more than usual interest, and 
Is printed here as follows':

Dear Sir: 
On account ot sickness I 
will be unable to attend your Farm­ 
ers' Club meeting, to be held at Co­ 
vina on the 17th Inst. This I regret 
very much because I feel that it is up 
to me to explain some reason why the 
black scale conditions generally are 
worse this year than others. 
How­ 
ever, as I cannot be with you, I will do 
the best I can to explain by-letter why 
these conditions are so bad. 


First: 
You will remember that two 
years ago the severe freeze caused a 
great damage to most of the citrus 
groves and fruit throughout; Southern 
California, and many growers thought 
that most of the scale had been killed 
by the freeze, which was not ,the case. 
Only such scale as wap, on /t\ie leaves 
tjvat, were frozen were kil]ed; which 
was a small part of the vr^ole. Ait 
that time of the year most oC. the scale 
had moved from the leaves to the 
small wood which jwas not injured so 
badly as to cause the death of the 
scale. 


Financial Conditions 


I speak of this to show you that 
many growers wha could afford to 
have their groves treated, did hot be­ 
cause they felt sure the frost bad 
killed the scale and treatment was un­ 
necessary for that year. It is not nec­ 
essary for me to explain the financial 
conditions of many of the growers 
after the freeze. 
Scores-faf growers 
In this county complained that they 
had lost their crops and It' would be 
an absolute Impossibility for them to 
treat their groves. 
Knowing this to 
be a fact, I Instructed Wj/' ihspector? 
to pass up for that year a great many 
orchards that were not badly lnfe.sted. 
This, to some extent, may Imve been 
,a mistake on my part, as many of the 
grovGB puaaed that year became badly 
Infested 
tho noxt 
year. 
Favorable 
wonthor conditions for the develop­ 
ment of black scale In the past two 
BGHsons nave lieen ideal for their in- 
creaae and will account for many of 
the dirty groves throughout South-, 
cm California, 
rhe Uneven Hatching 
® During the months of April, May and 
June of last year—and I might Bay 
more than ever this year—the weather 
conditions were unusually 
favorable 
for the first hatch of black scale. We 
had no extreme hot weather, which 
usually kills oft vast numbers of this 
scale from tho time they emerge from 
under the shell until they become fixed 
on the leaves, thus giving the scale 
that hatch first two, and possibly three, 
months' time to grow before the gen­ 
eral batch takes place.' Now, when 
we consider that our fumigation sea­ 
son begins July I5th and lasts until 
February, you can readily see that 
the difference between the first and 
those that hatch later must be very 
Brpat. 
In fact, we find now In some 
groves where many ot the scale which 
hatohed'iVery early are now fully ma­ 
tured from" what we call the rubber 
to the full egg stage. 
When In this 
condition, we find It Impossible to kill 
them all without using a dose of gas 
that will destroy or greatly injure the 
trees and fruit. 
In all ca^es where 
the scale is found very uneven, as I 
have described, t would reootniaend 
that two fumigations be given, ab0tit 
throe months apart. 
I realize that 
this means couatderable expense and 
many growers will not feel able to 
stand the cost: but this is what they 
are up against, and nothing but tba 
two treatments will ever clean up tho 
trees. The sooner this can be under­ 


stood, the,^etter for all concerned. 
Whire Blame Lies 


lu writing up this subject I have 
not overlooked the fact that my state* 
ment will give fumigators and spray­ 
ers a chance to lay the blame for poor 
work to uneven hatch of scale, and 
to head off or prevent anyone who 
might be disposed to lay the blame 
of a poor kiUittg of mcale to uneving 
hatching. When such Is not the case, 
I would suggest that the growers ex­ 
act a reasonable contract from the fu- 
mlgator or sprayer 
that the work 
must be well done and passed on by 
the local horticultural 
inspector 
or 
someone else they may agree upon, 
before final payment Is made, 
I do 
not mean that all money be held back 
until the inspector passes on the work, 
because we would require at least 
three weeks' time after the work is 
done before we could safely pass on 
the Job, and I doubt if there are many 
fumigators 
who 
could 
wait, three 
for their moyey. 
Cyanide and labor 
are practically cash, and three weeks' 
work would amount to a great deal 
more than most fumigators can carry. 
But suppose 25 per cent of this is held 
back or placed in escrow until the 
Afrork Is passed 6n, 26 per cent of the 
cost held up .would appear to me to 
be sufllcieift to cause any business 
man to do what he agreed to. 


I would not be In favor of making 
the approval of this work by the hor­ 
ticultural 
commissioner 
compulsory, 
and I doubt if we could do so,, but 
wherever It Is agreeable to all parties 
concerned, we will Inspect the work 
and give a fair decision as to tho quaU 
Ity ot the work. 


I would furtlier suggest that'the 
grower be not too exacting In the mat­ 
ter of a little burning of foliage or 
pitting of fruit. This will occur some­ 
times even when the best of work is 
done. I am satisfied fumigators have 
been held up sometimes unjustly for 
a great deal more damage than wap 
actually done. 
In fact, I know that 
some fumigators purposely use lighter 
doses than they would if It were not 
that they fear trouble about settle- 
ihent If a little damage is done by 
burning of pitting of fruit. 
Farmers Should be Fair 
. 


?o fair with your JumigatorBisdc* 
hot Jew them ;c; allow: them to make a 
reasonable profil, and I believe you 
will find them generally as straight as 
other business men.. I will add that 
I have found most fumigators under­ 
stand scale conditions as well as we 
do, and before the grower enters Into 
,a contract, ask the fumlgator to look 
at the condition of the scale In your 
grove and tell you what kind of a job 
they will guarantee you. 
If this is 
done, I do not think they will do the 
work unless the scale is in good con­ 
dition to kill; otherwise they will pre- 
fer to wait until conditions are more 
favorable. 
It must be remembered 
that the fumigation season lasts about 
six mouths, and that th^re must be a 
time between the beginning and end­ 
ing when the beat work can be done, 
and as all of tho work cannot be done 
In tho beat time, there is bound to be 
some variation in the work. 
It 
is 
somewhat doubtful it there ever will 
bo sufllclent outfits to do all ot the 
work at the very best time; In fact, 
the season would be so short, it is 
doubtful If the buBlness would pay.

EXPLAINS AMENDMENTS 


Judge Frank Q, Tyrrell Talks Inter- 
eatedly Before Members of Monday 
Afternoon Club—Eight Hour Law 
Discussed,

A decided interest was shown by the 
women of Covina last Monday when 
they came In large numbers to hear 
Judge Frank G. Tyrrell speak on the 
amendments at the regular meeting 
ot the Monday Afternoon Club. 


A number ot men wore present 
honored guests, glad to get a fair pre 
sentatlon of the rather complex bal 
lot which will confront the voter No­ 
vember 3rd. Judge Tyrrell succeeded 
In simplifying the question greatly, 
the same time he gave a truly stirring 
address la patriotism. 
It was an ad­ 
dress w^hich was wholly void of undue 
pyrotechnics; but inspiring enough 
make the individual voter cast bla 
ballot as wisely as possible.

Judge Tyrrell, said: •'Patriotic as 
you m^y be, and conscientious tn your 
desir^ltg. cast your ballot well; mere 
time,,^d, desire do not suffice.. We 
need-,at,; least an elementary know­ 
ledge of the proposed amendments. 
He then, went on to explain that a 
referendum is an appeal to the people 
of a, bill which was already, upon full 
conslde^tion, passed the legislature 
and been signed by the governor. The 
exact reverse Is the case of the Initia­ 
tive. . It has either not received 
any 
constfleration, 
or has 
been refused 
passage., A constitutional amendment 
has been submitted by the legislature 
to the.people, but without an afBrma- 
tive vote. Therefore this is the safe 
general rule: 


"Dn all amendments, if you have an 
opinion, of course vote it. 


If you have not formed an opin­ 
ion: 


"On a referendum, vote 'yes.' 
"On an initiative, vote 'no.' 
On a constitutional amendment, do 
not vote. In this latter case the pre­ 
sumptions are favorable, but not as 
strongly so as in the case of the ref­ 
erendum, 


"Now there are on the ballot four 
referendums, seventeen distinct ini­ 
tiatives, and the rest 'acts' and assem­ 
bly constitutional amendments." 


The speaker then took up the four 
referendums which 
are 
(4) Abate­ 
ment of nuisances; 
(5) 
Investment 
companleBjact; (6) Water commission 
act, and (18). Non-sale of game. 


Judge Tyrrell advised "yes" on these 
four. ./The first one ot them might be 
classediiunder a hum^anitarlan division. 
The weight of reason for an affirma­ 
tive votaxdn this and the last seemed 
ovemhetiBingly great: Though, after 
givlng;\fonr reasons 
why 
the 
vote 
shouldabnp' "yes" on the abatement act, 
the speaker gave four reasons why the 
vote mlghl? be "ho." He straightway 
proceedeiLrto knock over the reasons 
for "npil'. In fact it Was an exhilirat- 
ing and e^qcltlng mental game of nine- 
pine, lyithf all the "yes" -pins stand­ 
ing at', the. end of the game.

sider itiiworth while to linger in dis­ 
cussion, ^Doubtless he was wise, as 
it is the most discussed amendment 
of the.,fa;"ty-elght, and therefore' best 
knownith'Pls own opinion was "yes." 


The<eight-hour law had already been 
discu8(s^,. and the speaker contented 
himself(and practically all of his hear­ 
ers by^isaying "a punk law; kill it." 


Theo/one initiative act which will 
recelvejjvnjalmost unanimous "yes" is 
(11) 14nlTerslty of California Building 
Act, There seems to be no defensible 
argument.^against it, 
California is 
one of the last states to fall in line 
in this educational matter. 
Just as 
strong',ought the afllrmatlve vote oil 
(39) Suspension of Prohibition amend­ 
ment; still stronger the vote "no" on 
No. 47ji:Prohibltion Elections. 
How­ 
ever, one may feel—California Dry or 
California Wet—it is altogether ua- 
Amerlean, unpatriotic and dangerous 
to create a precedent whereby citi­ 
zens may not vote on questions when­ 
ever they please. 


The third group Includes constitu­ 
tional • amendments. 
As 
to 
them 
Judge Tyrrell had this to say in a gen­ 
eral way: 


"Conservative people as a rule are 
very fearful of changing constitutions 
and perhaps rightly so. But the con­ 
stitution ot California was passed dur­ 
ing a time when the Populist party 
was on the high crest of the wave. 
That well known Irish orator, Dennis 
Kearney, known in San Trancisco and 
throughout the state as the 'sand-lot 
orator,' has the ear, and the iucflning 
ear, too, of thousands of people. 
He 
spoke to great multitudes out of doors 
nightly. 
He said some wise things 
and some otherwise. 
He greatly in­ 
fluenced the sentiment of the whole 
state. , It was. at this period that the 
constitution was passed. 
It stands 
to reason that there are some flaws in 
it, passed as It was In the white heat 
of contyoversy. 


"Ti^erefore we can safely consider 
some revisions. 


"The.legislature of 1907 was bad: 
that Qf 1909 showed a grey tint; 1911 
was .8(111 better, and the last legisla­ 
ture 
contained 
more 
conscientious 
men, ^free from graft, possible bribe 
and <yi^ue influence than any we have 
ever "imd. If you endorse such work 
of ^vi^UIp servants, consider some of 
tbel^'^pj'ftpqsod amendments," said the 
speaker 


Itf**CW»Ing Judge Tyrrell said that 
the decisions of the quesCTo&B involv­ 
ed in the amendments made us more 
involved in the amendments, made us 
more liberal, widened our horizon and 
made for character culture.
